The editors of the Annual have re- 
vised all the proofs of "Old McGill" 
with the exception of the last section, 
which will he read tomorrow. The 
Mortimer Press of Ottawa has faith- 
fully promised 'that one copy com- 
pletely bound from cover to cover, will 
he placed in the hands of the Board 
next week. J. M. Pack-ham, the edi- 
tor-in-chief, stated yesterday that the 
eleven hundred copies of "Old Mc-

Commerce Students Stage 
Splendid Dinner

Leading Men of Business 
Hear Merits of Course 



Honoured by the presence of Sir At 
thur Curric, Sir Frederick Williams- 
Taylor. Sir Charles Gordon, Lt.-Col. 
Herbert Molson, the members of the 
faculty, and a score of men distin- 
guished as leaders in the world of in 
dustry and finance, the Commerce ban- 
quet last night was an innovation out- 
standing in its success. 

The scene in the ballroom of !;ic 
Mount K'oyal was one of dignified bril- 
liancy and pleasantry. At the head 
table were the invited guests, the offi- 
cers of the Commercial Society and the 
class executives. Sir Arthur Curric and 
his happy smile; Sir Frederick Wil- 
liams-Taylor, keenly alert: Sir Charles 
Gordon and Col. Molson, gravely ob 
servant, and clusters of manufacturers, 
professors, accountants and officials in 
interested conversation- 

The students were there almost to a 
man. and comfortably filled the spacious 
hall. Here and there scattered anion 
the assembly were roups of graduates, 
glad of the opportunity of renewing ac- 
quaintances and answering questions 
burled at them by enthusiastic under- 
graduates. 

The dinner was faultless and the 
spcechrs were, listened to with wrapt 
attention by the intensely interested au- 
ditors. Altogether, the banquet rcpre 
sentrd an achievement which older fac- 
ulties might well envy anil one which 
will linger in the minds of Commerce 
students for many years. The only 
unfortunate feature of the evening bei 
the inability of E. W. Beatty to be. 
present and speak, but Sir Charles Gor- 
don said a few words in his place. 

The first toast of (he evening was 
that to The Alma Mate.r, proposed by 
Lt.-Col. Molson, and seconded by Sir 
Arthur Currie. Col. Molson was in- 
troduced by A. F".. D. Trentaine who. 
in outlining the. aims of the Commercial 
Society, stated that its object was in 
furthering ccf-operation between the 
university and the city. "Col. Mol- 
son," the chairman said, "is perhaps one 
of McGill's stoutest supporters, and 
comes of a family which has always had 
the interests of McGill completely at 
heart. There is no man fitter to pro- 
pose the toast to our Alma Mater."

Notice of Sale of Slaves by 
Founder of University

Slave Trade in Canada Even 
After Quebec Act 



The days when human beings were 
regarded as real estate, and when every 
large centre had its slave tnarket are 
generally thought of as being so far re- 
moved hi the past as to ante-date the 
conquest of Canada, but the fact re- 
mains that up till the year 1784 at least, 
sales of negroes were if not common 
occurrence, certainly not extraordinary. 
The respected and revered founder of 
this University, acting in the capacity of 
agent for one Thomas Corrie, is record- 
ed as selling a negro and ncgress to one 
Salomon Levey, according to the Hon. 
William Ren wick Riddcll, writing in a 
recent issue of the "Canadian Maga- 
zine." He says in part: "By the 
French Law slaves were always psrkon- 
al property, but even after the Quebec 
Act of 1774 slaves were sometimes con- 
sidered as real estate by the English 
residents of the province of Quebec." 

The notice of sale will be most in- 
teresting to McGill readers who will 
agree that the eminent father of the 
University was evidently a believer in 
having every business transaction in le- 
gal order even down to the minutest de- 
tail- The notice is as follows:— 

"To all to whom these presents shall 
come I .Tames McGill of the City of 
Montreal in the Province of Quebec Es- 
quire for and in the name of Thomas 
Corry of Lassomption in the said Pro- 
vince Merchant being thcrciiiti uithor- 
iv'fi by him: Send Greeting; Know 
ye that I James McGill in the afore- 
said name of Thomas Corry for and in 
Consideration of the Sum of One 
hundred pounds of the present Lawful 
Currency of this Province to me in 
hand paid by Salomon Levey, of the 
same place Merchant at or before the 
scaling and delivery of these presents 
the receipt whereof I do hereby acknow- 
ledge. Have bargained Sold and Grant 
ed and by these presents do bargain Sell 
& grant unto the .-aid Salomon Levey, 
a Negro man named Caesar and Negro 
woman named Flora. 

"To have and to hold the said Xcgro 
man named Caesar & negro woman nam- 
ed Flora by these presents bargained 
sold and granted unto tltc said Salomon 
Levey his heirs and assigns for -ever 
freely quietly, peaceably and intircly 
without any contradiction, claim, dis-

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AN IDEAL PAPER 



■The college journal offers exceptional opportunities to achieve 
■the ideal in journalism. Unfettered by racial or religious prejudices, 
unhampered by monopolistic control of advertisers or other com- 
manding interests, edited for. and scrutinized by, readers discrim- 
inating and presumably quick to appreciate what is worthy of com- 
mendation, while eager for progressive innovations, the undergrad- 
uate publication indeed has much to inspire it to attempt that which 
has so far remained beyond its grasp, as it has eluded the efforts 
of most of its professional contemporaries. 

The college journal moist have a policy; an object for its exis- 
tence and a reason for its continuance. This policy should be un- 
biased by petty considerations, but it should be imbued with a ra- 
tional expression of opinion, not too easily turned from the path 
of conservative utterance, into the way of radical statement. The 
•sentiment of the editorials, while not always necessarily so, should 
serve as a concensus of that of the. readers of the column ; it should 

• be a basis for outside estimation of prevalent student opinion at the 
institution of which the paper is the journalistic representative. 
Such a criterion is difficult of definition ; it is no less difficult of at- 
tainment. Quite as important to the student body among which the 
paper circulates is the efficacy with which it acts as 'a purveyor of 
news, as a means for the recording of events about the Campus, and 
as an agent for limited reports of doings elsewhere. There should 
be allowance made for the appearance of humour, necessarily lim- 
ited both as regards extent, and possibly as regards quality, owing 
td the temporary nature of the vehicle in which it must be spon- 
sored: Allowance must also be made for individual expression of 
opinion, in the form of correspondence. The graduates must not be 
neglected and as a link between the graduate body and the under- 
graduate the paper should not be delinquent. 

I As fcina'rtetl above, the college journal has exceptional-, advan- 
tages for accomplishment in the foregoing spheres. If, through the 
limits of student editorial ability of through lack of talent, it fails 

-from a reasonable success in its idealistic endeavour, evidence of 
such should not pass unheeded, but should be the incentive to the 
utilization of .greater energy in an attempt to compensate for the 
deficiency. 



CAUSE FOR CONSTERNATION 



• As local student notions are gradually, but none the less cer- 
tainly, turning towards the summer months, whi^ch arc soon to take 
the place of the winter university session, conversation about the 
Campus is noticeably focussing upon conjecture as to the cause of 
the unexplained tendency of the Faculty to prolong the term of 
lectures. Until the present year, the greater length of the Canadian 
college recess as compared to that of the universities to the south 
was one of the distinguishing features of the two systems; and, inci- 
dentally, it was a distinction in which the Canadian undergraduate 
took particular pride as being an indication of the manner in which 
the colleges of Canada had consideration for the needs of the stu- 
dent, as it was proof of the lattcr's wont to employ his summers 
to his own pecuniary profit in order to assist him in the financing 
of his course of lectures. At McGill this privilege is l^eing slowly 
taken away from the student. For reasons not specifically divulged, 
and for purposes which, in our ignorance we cannot but believe to 
be deserving of subordination to the employment demands of the 
college man, the chances of obtaining remunerative occupation for 
the summer months arc being sensibly encroached upon. It may 
be argued that the addition of one week, or of two weeks, is not of 
sufficiently great consequence to affect the choice of employment. 
To this it may well be replied that the majority of jobs undertaken 
by university students commence about the first ten days*n May 
at the latest, and that the prolonging of the course beyond that time 
renders the procuring of work by the undergraduates— at no time 
easy— an exceedingly arduous matter. Besides the above, this 
shortening of the months of summer employment lessens the yearly 
earnings of the man at college by no inconsiderable amount. In- 
deed, the benefits of the longer term of lectures must be many if 
'they are to offset the disadvantages which it assumes in the eyes 
of the undergraduate.

The success of the banquet held last evening under the auspices 
of the Commerce Society was unquestioned. Prominent members of 
- the Faculty, equally well known men about town, were last night 
the guests of the students of the Commence Department. Gather- 
ings similar to that mentioned here are bound to be productive of 
beneficial results to all concerned: to the undergraduate who obtains 
a glimpse into the world beyond, and to the graduate or business 
man who meets those who are, some day, to take his place. The 
[executive of the Commerce Society merits congratulation upon the 
^manner in which last. night's affair was' conducted, which was in 
■ strict conformity with previous proceedings of the Society which 
•has always been characterized by highly efficient handling.

Women students of tlic University 
of Wisconsin arc "up. in arms" at .the 
recent announcement of an anonymous 
club of men who wish to show that 
women trained in co-educational insti- 
tutions are perfectly useless as wives 
and home-makers. : The organization 
which names itself "The Society for the 
Welfare of Male Students" has called 
forth denunciations from many of the 
leading women on the Wisconsin cam 
pus. The prom queen of this year de- 
clared that such an tanti- feminist move- 
ment might be. expected, from Michigan 
or Cornell, but that it was out of place 
at Wisconsin . Other women could not 
imagine how such an organization could 
have been started unless the members 
were below average in intelligence or 
had. been unsuccessful in their love af- 
fairs.

interesting manner. He told of the tre- 
mendous struggles of the young univer- 
sity, of the untiring efforts of Sir Wil- 
liam Dawson, of the unstinted help of 
Sir William Macdonald, of the 1912 ap- 
peal to the citizens tor the first time, 
of the war pediod with its consequent 
diminished registration and depleted 
staff, and of the new lease of life which 
took hold of the university after they 
had had the good fortune of securing 
Sir Arthur Curric as principal, -fit was 
to a great extent," Lt.-Col. Molson 
stated, "due to the splendid persever- 
ance of Sir Arthur, in his trip across 
the continent, when he was received 
with the greatest enthusiasm by the 
graduates societies, that the Centennial 
Campaign was the success it was." (Ap- 
plause). "Do not feel," he concluded, 
"that when you go out into the world 
of business that your relations with Mc- 
Gill are finished, but rather feel that 
you should help the other fellow and 
keep in touch with the old university 
and help her in her march of progress. 

Sir Arthur Currie, in his reply to ihc 
toast spoke of the debt of gratitude 
which McGill owes to the Molson fam- 
ily, and that "no McGill function is 
complete without Lt.-Col. Molson." 

Sir Arthur expressed his appreciation 
to the business men of the city for the 
honour they had done the Society in 
coming to its function, and saw in it 
a closer relationship between the Uni- 
versity and the great industrial world. 
The old concept of a university is chang- 
ing. "It still regards itself as a nur- 
sery of ideals, world of vision, and as a 
world of inspiration, but it realises that 
it is inseparably linked with the in- 
dustrial world." "They are two paths in 
the same direction, the one in the com 
plcment of Uic other." 

' There is a type of university man 
the theorist with the impractical solu- 
tons for universal ilis ; and there ts the 
type of business man, the man who be- 
lieves thinking is a waste of time,: who 
•ays there is no sentiment in business 
and who thinks only in terms of dol- 
lars and cents. These are" two types, 
but the intermediate type, the type 
which translates its thoughts into ac- 
tions and which gives the greatest con- 
tribultion to the progress of civiliza- 
tion. "It is this type,' said Sir Arthur, 
"that I hope the graduates of Com- 
merce will turn out to be." (Applause). 

The speaker then outlined the courses 
given in the School and showed how 
cultural subjects went hand in hand with 
more utilitarian subjects. "I believe," 
said Sir Arthur, "that the idea behind 
the cultural doctrine is permanent, and 
that we should not drop it, for if we 
do we will turn out men who can make, 
a living but not a life. We want to 
make the man more than the mer- 
chant." "Life is not a trade, but an 
avocation." 

Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, in 
proposing the toast to the School of 
Commerce, told the gathering that he 
bad been to see Dr. White, who had ex- 
i mined his upper throat with a "peri- 
scope," and had pronounced nothing 
there— not even a speech which he was 
'o deliver before the School of Com- 
merce. Sir Frederick humourously sug- 
gested that the university might form a 
fund in order to institute a department 
where members of parliament might be 
similarly examined. 

He then proceeded to give the stu- 
dents some excellent advice. "In my 
clear opinion there are three outstanding 
things which every young man should 
bear in mind; the first of these is in- 
.t«*#y> the second concentration and 



The one unfortunate feature of the 
King Cook celebration is the limited 
seating capacity of the Assembly Hall. 
Th-. King Cook Committee was faced 
with the problem as to whether all who 
desired to see the :how should be admit- 
ted, or only those to whom tickets hid 
been sold.

the third the cultivation of a good ad- 
dress." Sir Frederick spoke of the un- 
exampled integrity of Great Britain and 
tlv Anglo-Saxon idea of integrity. Of 
concentration he said, "genius is nothing 
but prolonged attention and the. man who 
cannot concentrate will never get far." 
Of the third qualification: "nothing in 
the commercial world is of more im- 
portance than a pleasant manner and a 
good address: it is the gateway to suc- 
cess—not the acquisition of wealth which 
may be devilish difficult afterwards." 

Sir Frederick then said he would be 
only too pleased to give any young man 
that came to him for advice a hearty 
welcome and would advise him to the 
best of his ability. 

Speaking of his earlier life, Sir 
Frederick said that he started life with 
none of the qualifications which the 
students possessed and that the gen- 
eral-managership of anything in Can- 
ada was open to them, but that they 
must ru ntlicir own race. But after 
all the chief thing is to be 'of help to 
your fellow man. "I believe," said 
Sir Frederick, "that this country is 
still the finest to live in but it is la- 
mentable that we arc not in a belter 
position than we arc; this country has 
been belittled by men who were think- 
ing' more of their own advancement 
than of the development of Canada." 

Terry Winslow, whom Sir Frederick 
spoke of as having the name of a 
staunch Easterner of 1776, replied to 
this toast. He traced the progress 
of the School of Commerce from 1906- 
1907, when it was started on a small 
grant from the provincial government 
as the first English school in Canada, 
until the present day, when it has a 
registration of 200, as compared to 
5 in 1917, when a degree v.- • given 
and the course lengthened to three 
years. 

The registration in Commerce may 
be said to be national as students come 
from the. Pacific and the Atlantic 
coasts, from L'nitcd States, and from 
England. The progress lias been 
rapid after the first ten years of inac- 
tivity, when it was regarded with sus- 
picion by the other faculties. But now 
Commerce has earned her right to take 
her place among the faculties as may 
be seen from the fact that the Board 
of Governors had recently increased 
the course to four years. 

Commerce success has been on the 
campus, in college executive positions 
around the college and in the success 
of her graduates in the industrial 
world which calls for a new type of 
man from that which has hitherto 
been turned out. 

Sir Charles Gordon in his short ad- 
dress predicted that the course given 
by the School of Commerce would 
have a great effect on the future of 
Canada. "The position of a man in 
the community," he said, "however, 
depends upon a man's character and 
not upon money. Give your employer 
your best and do not be discouraged 
with a small salary at first— I started 
on the ground floor at $5 a month. 
.Go at you work in dead earnest and 
always give the best of your knowl- 
edge," Sir Charles ended amidst ap- 
plause. 

This speech concluded the banquet 
which outrivalled 'anything which the 
ambitious Commercial Society has yet 
put on.

Students Entering Faculty 
Would Need B.A. Degree

A faculty of Divinity at McGill is one 
of the latest suggestions to be advanced 
and considered by the University au 
thoritics, and although nothing .definite 
has yet been decided, the mere fact that 
such a proposition is under way, is an. 
other expression of the growth of .Mc 
Gill. Should a Divinity Faculty be 
added it would have a profound influ- 
ence in religious circles not only in 
Montreal and vicinity, but throughout 
the whole Dominion. 

Just what form the proposed faculty 
will take, is still a matter of speculation 
Jt was mooted that it he a graduate de- 
partment, with certain open courses. Its 
prime function would tic to offer to stu 
dents, who hold at least a B.A. degree, 
a -three year course in theology leading 
to a theological d<rrcc. Such a course 
would be similar to tint at Manchester 
University, where an undenominational 
theological education and degree arc of- 
fered, and where co-operation with the 
various theological colleges is developed 
10 a great extent. 

Such a branch of learning at McGill 
would > 1 1 1 1 be in harmony with the 
principles of its charter, since the 
courses would not enter into detail the 
teaching of any une denomination, and 
would he open to all students irrespec- 
tive of their creed. 

The advantages on the other hand 
would be of untold value- First students 
would hold a degree from McGill after 
completing die course of study. They 
could still remain connected with their 
particular theological college, where 
they would be able to pursue courses of 
study particular to their faith. It would 
give the theological student a recogniz- 
ed place in student activities at Mc- 
Gill which at present may appear to be 
limited through affiliation. It would 
throw open to the "Theolog many 
courses which at present he is prevented 
from taking, and above all it would af- 
ford an opportunity to centralize a 
strong and efficient leaching staff for 
the common benefit of students of the 
four Theological CoUcges now affiliated 
with McGill and students of denomina- 
tions without a seminary in this city.

The Orchestra. 
The second orchestral concert of the 
season took place last night in the Con- 
vocation Hall when the McGill Con*cr- 
vatorium orchestra offered to a large 
nnd enthusiastic audience a varied pro 
gramme. 

■ The first number was Dvorak's fam- 
ous symphony from "The New World," 
and with the lifting melodic and mod- 
ern harmonies all four movements W crc 
noticeably modern. The first movement 
opens with a brief introduction (Adagio 
E. minor), followed by Allegro Molto 
when the first subject with its Scotch 
rhythm and modern treatment is played 
by the wind and forms material for the 
development of the rest of the move- 
ment. 

The second movement (Largo D flat) 
has a beautiful nnd haunting melody, 
which played on the Cor Anglais. 
_ The third movement is a Scherzo, 
and the final movement shows an in- 
genious combination of an original chief 
subject combined with references to the 
principal themes of the throe other 
movements. 

The Weber Overture was first per- 
formed exactly one hundred years ago in 
Vienna, and it seems only fitting that 
the composition should he given a place 
of honour on the programme to mark 
its centennial. 
This overture is noticeable for its 
newhat erratic form, three subjects 
appearing the las tone taking the place 
of the usual development, and in the re- 
capitulation the first portion of the first 
ithemc re-appears in prolonged shape, 
while the second theme is fully re- 
Stated. 

The soloists were all up to the Visual 



The small representation of members 
of the Radio Association who attended 
yesterday afternoon's meeting of that 
body in the Physics Building, were 
treated to one of the most instructive 
addresses heard this year- Dr. H. T. 
Barnes, D-Sc, F.R.S. the Honorary 
President of the Association and a phy- 
sicist of international repute, gave a talk 
to the members on "Radio Physics," and 
provided them with a source of addi- 
tional |ntcrc»t by performing iscvcral 
important experiments during the 
course of his lecture. 

Dr. Barnes slated in his opening re- 
marks that he intended to deal chiefly 
with the history of Radio Physics and 
explain some of its early developments. 
As far back as the year 1838 wireless 
was predicted by Stcinhcil, who was 
the first to do away with the return 
wire from the ground. In 18-10 Henry 
became the pioneer in producing high 
frequency oscillations. 

Further development of free electri- 
cal oscillations as made by Kelvin in 
1855. The year 1865 was one of the 
most important in radio history for it 
marked the starting point of all our re- 
cent discoveries. Clarke Maxwell ap- 
plied equations to electrical phenomena 
and developed a theory of clrctro-mag- 
netie action which was the first to con- 
nect clcctrica Iphcnomcna with light. 
From tltis the electric magnetic theory 
was established. In 1888 Hertz proved 
that electromagnetic waves actually ex- 
isted. The year 1892 marked two im- 
portant events, the production of the co- 
herer and the high frequency work. In 
1915, Rutherford, who worked in this 
laboratory for a number of years, dis- 
covered that if a piece of iron or soft 
steel were placed in a coil, magnetism 
was) altered but nctt destroyed. In 
this same year, Marconi commenced his 
great work in Italy. Three years later 
Braun introduced the present day me- 
thod of a coupled circuit. In 1906 Wren 
introduced the idea of quenched vibra- 
tions, and in the following year Dc 
Forest made his very important discov- 
ery' of a thermionic detector. Since 
then, the thermionic valve has been 
greatly developed and is still a subject 
of much experiment. 

In the fluxion of electric oscillations, 
wc require the oscillator to take thet 
form of an induction coil and the de- 
tectors may be cither a magnetic detec- 
tor, coherer, crystal or thermionic am- 
plifier. 

Of these, the coherer had the widest 
use in early days. It consists of the 
powder of magnetic metals not easily 
oxidized. The action is found to de- 
pend on the breaking down of the oxide 
surface and the temporary welding of 
the bits again. Thus it can only be 
used for one signal unless subjected to 
vibrations so that it can be instantly 
decohered . 

Dr. Barnes then performed an in- 
teresting experiment, showing the ac- 
tion of the coherer and related to his 
hearers an account of a similar experi- 
ment tried in association with Sir Er- 
nest Rutherford on the Grand Trunk 
Railroad. 

The crystal detector, the speaker de- 
clared, is by far the most useful of all 
-impie receivers. The theory of the 
crystal action is thcrmo electric. 

The original design of the Hertz vi- 
brators was shown. From two plates is 
produced the electrical strain which 
causes the propagation of electric waves 
with the corresponding magnctix flux 
produced. A circle of wire is placed 
with a spark gap parallel to the spark- 
gap of the vibrating circuit. It is found 
oscillations arc produced in the wire 
nn.l a «cries of sparks is scat passing 
across the gap in this wire. 

I limiigh the courtesy of the Mar- 
coni Company, Dr. Barnes was able to 
exhibit some of the earlier and more 
fundamental types of radio apparatus a.s 
well as an early form of the recording 
tape.. 

After the. speaker had listened to ex- 
pressions of appreciation of his address 
from Dr. Eve. .and several others, an 
interesting discussion was begun on the 
theory of the action of the Hcavisidc 
Layer and other questions dear to the 
heart of the physicist-

standard of work now come to be ex- 
pected from pupils of the Conserva- 
torium .and Miss Olga Guilaroff is es- 
pecially to be commended for a good 
rendering of the Liszt E flat minor Con- 
certo with orchestra accompaniment, 
the extreme difficulty of this composi- 
tion preventing it from finding a fre- 
quent place on recital programmes. 

The two vocal soloists both did justice 
to their respective offerings, Miss Mc- 
Creary's rich and mellow voice being 
admirably suited to her songs and Mr. 
Gillingham's rendition of Elcanore by 
Coleridge Taylor, and O Vision En- 
chanting by A. Goring Thomaj was 
most enjoyable. 



Wc must strive for co-operation be- 
tween Catholics and Protestants, said 
the Rev. Allworth Eardley, minister 
of Douglas Methodist Church, before 
the Comparative Religious group at 
Strathcona Hall yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Eardley was speaking on Protes- 
tantism and chose to speak on the re- 
lationship existing between the two 
great Christian bodies, the Roman 
Catholics and Protestants. 

Mr. Eardley said that certain ele- 
ments are common to all churches no 
matter what their name is. It is nec- 
essary to deal with the question philo- 
sophically, he said. On one side you 
have the widespread authority, ortho- 
dox belief, continuity or sequence of 
thought and co-operate action— while 
on the other hand wc have the indi- 
vidual conscience manifest, changing 
conditions influencing institutions, dis- 
covery of new thought and theology 
and last, but most important of all, 
personality. 

Thus, two great divisions of 
thought, co-operation on one side 
against the individual on the other, in 
the same great division of religious 
thought could not but clash. Even 
these divisions subdivided into smaller 
groups. The speaker said it was im- 
possible in a short talk to give the 
reasons for these splits. To under- 
stand them it was necessary to study 
the historical facts. The divisions 
were due to a myriad of reasons, his- 
torical, geographical, political; their 
interpretation of belief and the ever 
important personality. And behind it 
all the urging of some unseen force 
for spiritual feeling, for liberty of con- 
science and thought and soul against 
the indominitable will of unyielding 
authority. 

Continuing, Mr. Eardley said that 
the question might be asked, arc the 
conditions which necessitated the di- 
vision, particularly that of Roman 
Catholicism and Protestantism, justi- 
ablc in modern times? 

The speaker said that he would re- 
ply to this question with absolute 
frankness. The breach between the 
Protestant and Roman churches is 
wider than ever. The pronounce- 
ments of the latter church arc seen 
stronger than they were hundreds of 
years ago. 

Again the question might lie asked, 
is there .any probability of these two 
churches coming together? 

In reply to this question the speak- 
er said that tendencies pointed to the 
negative. If it is to be reunion by 
absorption, such a thing would be ab- 
solutely impossible. Rome could not 
regain universal authority for thou- 
sands of generations. Protestantism 
has asserted its personal freedom at 
a terrible price and is not liable to be 
treated like a voting child and be. con- 
tent to go back to the mother church 
without a word. " 

So there is only one other wav for 
union and that is by co-operation'. Mr. 
Eardley said he liked the word Cath- 
olic because it meant' "the universal." 
The speaker said he would like to see 
a catholic congress, using the word 
in its broadest sense, for the kingdom 
of God to meet in the large centres 
and to discuss the current questions 
of interest, national and international, 
social and theological, etc. 

Then Mr. Eardley would have in 
every settlement a catholic council to 
strive for unity without losing the 
personal charactcris-ties of the several 
divisions. Wc form into groups by 
the nature of things. U.arh group has 
its own characteristics and each makes 
its contribution to the common pool. 
It is unity in the things which are 
really essential that matters. 

"In the meantime," concluded Mr 
Eardley. 'Met us get together more 
Let us discuss the other's viewpoint. 
And above all let us purge ourselves 
of any animosity which exist 
tw-ecn us." 

Mr. Eardley answered several que,, 
dons which were asked of him at the 
close of his address. Otto Klineberg 
was in the chair.
